AWARDED $10,000 TO THE REV, DOWNS. 


The Jury Finds Against Dr. Noyes and 
Othera~—A New Trial Asked. 

Boston, Mass., April 29.--[Special.]—The 
jury in the ‘case of the Rev. W. W. Downs 
against Dr. Rufus K. Noyes and ‘others, which 
has been on trial in the Superior Court for 
several days, returned a verdict this forenoon 
Downs. This. suit was 
brought to recover damages for an alleged 
conspiracy to accuse him of .crime. There 
were severul other defendants, including Jo- 
seph Story, James Wilbur, Dr. George Stack- 
pole, and Fred J. Taber, but the court ordered 
a verdict for these four, the case going on 
against Dr. Noyes, Mrs. Abbie Campbell, and 
Alice Nepton. The jury went out at 2:50 yes- 
terday afternoon and arrived ata verdict at 
1 o’elock this morning. The case will go tu 
the Supreme Court. A motion to set aside 
the verdict and grant a new trial was made by 
counsel for the defendants this afternoon. 
The ground is that the verdict is against the 
evidence and the law. >

FOR THE ALLEY “L” ROAD, 


A New Acting President of the Company 
Installed—Detailed Description of the 
Route and. Its Equipment—List of the 
Employes Required—How They Will Be 
Trained—Engines and Cars to Be of the 
Finest Type—No Trouble Anticipated in 
Caring for the Crowd.

structure to Seventy-first street. on the south 
and to extend a permanent spur through 
Sixty-third streét to Stony Istand avenue. By 
permission of the South Park Commissioners 
it has erected a temporary structure from the 
last named point into the World’s Fair 
grounds, This wooden trestle will have to be 
removed in the fall of 1893. The road follows 
the alley route to Thirty-ninth street, thence 
it curves to the right to the alley between Ual- 
umet and Prairie avenues. The present ter- 
minus will be at Thirty-ninth street, 

The Company’s Expectations, 

By July 1 the company.expects to reach the 
Indiana aveniie curve. Forty-seventh street 
will be gained by August, Fifty-fifth street by 
September, and the Sixty-third street spur by 
Oct.1. The goad has‘ established nineteen 
stations, as |follows: Congress, Twelfth, 
Eighteenth, Twenty-sixth, Twenty-ninth, Thir- 
ty-first, Thirty-third, Thirty-fifth, and Thirty- 
ninth streets; Indiana avenue, Fortieth, Forty- 
third, Forty-seventh, Fifty-first, Fifty-fifth, 
Fifty-eighth, Sixty-first, and Sixty-third 
streets, and South Park avenue.

MOS BREAKS INTO THE JAIL. 


Armed Men Vainly Endeavor to Take Three 
Necroes from the Nashville Prison. 


Nasuvittze, Tenn., April 30.—[Special.}—_} 


Shortly after 1 o’clock this morning a mob 
composed of 100 nen, who had quietly assem- 
bled in the vicinity of the jail, made a rush 
for the front entrance,“and in a short time the 
barred gate on the outside of the building was 
battered down. They calmly announced’that 
they wanted and intended to have the three 
negroes charged with complicity in the assault 
on the Misses Bruce at Goodletteville yester- 
day. 

En ievinn the corridor of the jail they were 
confronted by leveled revolvers in the hands 
of Deputy Sheriffs and policemen, who or- 
dered them to halt. The mob, which expect- 
ed resistance, appeared to be determined and 
demanded the keys. The Sheriff refused to 
give them up and said he would protect the 
prisoners, 

The Shériff in the meantime had: communi- 
cated with the Governor and that official hur- 
riedly repaired to the jail. He attempted to 
urge the mob to desist, but his words were al- 
most drowned by the yells of the mob and the 
noise made by battering on the deor. At 1:50 
a. m. the riot signal was sounded and attracted 
a great crowd to the jail, and the local military 
companies were called out. 

The mob was forced to retire from the front 
portion of the jail building, but what seemed to 
be a reserve force appeared on the scene and 
made a rush toward the door. All were 
armed, and matters began to loak more seri- 
ous,.ana several shots were fired. 

Finally the entire force of the city was 
called to the spot and succeeded in dispersing 
the mob before it had accomplished its pur- 


pose.

TO MAKE THE LIBERALS POWERLESS. 


The Canadian Government Will Pass a 
“gah err Bill, 

Orrawa, Ont., April 29.—[Special,]—Sir 
Jolin Thompson, the government leader in the 
Howse of Commons. introduced today the Re- 
distribution bill for arrangement of the 
constituencies of the Dominion on the basis of 
the decennial census taken last year. Out of the 
215 members af present 139 support the ygov- 
ernment and 74 constitute the opposition. The 
result of the redistribution will be to wipe out 
at least eight or ten of the Liberal members, 
whose constituencies are so carved up as to 
make their return in the future impossible, 
The total number of members in the new 
Parliament will be two less than at present. 

Mr. Laurier, Sir Richard Cartwright, the 
Hon. David Mills, and other leadmg Libdérals 
denounced the bill in the House today as an 
infamous gerrymanuder, and the opposition 
will fight it bitterly. The sessionis likely to be 


protracted for two or three months more on its 


account. The bill will, of course, become a 
law without any substantial amendment, 
Ontario and Quebec are left with the same 
number of members. New Brunswick, the 
population of which increased only by sixty 
individuals in the last ten years, loses two 
members. Nova Scotia and Prince Edward 
Island lose one member each, and Manitoba 
gains two. Among the: members who are 
gerrymandered out of political existénce is 
Sir Hector Langevin, who was Minister of 
Public Works from 1879 until the last session, 


when he was forced out of the Cabinet by his - 
‘colleagues and made a scapegoat to bear the 


onus of last session’s revelations of boodling.

change to be manager of! the respected firm of 
Grant & Ward. May 6, 1881, it was given out that 
Grant & Ward had closed their doors.

At first crooked 
work was suspected, but so good was the 
firm's name and so solid was considered 
its basis that such the ries were rejectea with 
scorn. Young Ward was looked wpon as a 
business-man of unusual shrewdness, and his 
close connection with the Grants and many other 
influential and moneyed persons placed in his 
hands the means whereby he could obtain almost 
unlimited credit.

GENERAL MANAGER MELLEN EXPLAINS. 


The. Recent Indictment Merely a lest—How 
Rates Are Made. 

Boston, Mass., April 29.—General Manager 
Mellen of the New York and New England, 
who as late General Traffic Manager of the 
Union Pacifie railroad has been indicted at 
Topeka, Kas., for violation of the Inter-State 
Commerce law. explains the indictment ds 


follows: 

The indictments were because of alleged dis- 
criminations against the Town of Salina, Kas,, in 
the matter.of sugar rates from the West in favor 
of Kansas City and Topeka. This is simply a 
test case. It is ‘mo more a violation, in my judg- 
ment, than the similar actionsof the Atchison 
and other Western roads. All arein the Trans- 
continental Association, all make the same rates, 
etc. The same rates have been charged during 
the four years I have been connected with the 
Union Pacific. They are also the same as thirty 
days ago. The differentials in the case are granted 
to meet competition in stigar via Cape Horn 
refined at. New York. At the Missouri River, a 
little east of the 97th meridian, the San Francisco 
sugar rates have to be made in competition by the 
companies. We haveclaimed theright to meet 
rates west of the Missouri River. Once before a 
ease was tried and decided in our fayor. Salina, 
Kas., wants, it seems, the same rates from New 
York and Philadelphia to Salina as from San 
Francisco to Salina. The transcontinental com- 
mittee claims the right to make the tariff. The 
suit is simply brought in my name, but is of 
course guided by the Kansas Commissioners.

These were the successful candidates in the 
First District Republican convention, which 
met at Washington Hail on Adams street yes 

terday afternoon. This 
was the slate agreed on 
at the caucus the pre- 


vious evening and an- ' 


nounced in’T'usg TRrs- 
UNE yesterday, except 
that H. H. Kohlsaat 
was chosen for delegate 
instead of W. D. Pres- 
ton. This was brought 
about, by a series of 
blunders on the part of 
Mr. Preston's friends, 
and for which Mr. 
Preston was in no way 
responsible. In the 
first place George Bass 
prevented the delegates of the Second 
Ward frum voting for the resolutions 
indorsing Mr. Hertz, offered in the county 
convention. This angered some of Mr. Hertz’s 
friends m the Third and Fourth Wards. In 
the second place, Mr. Preston’s friends were 
not good parliamentarians nor good caicula- 
tors, and though Mr, Preston was at one time 
fairly nominated for delegate they allowed 
him to be cozened out of it by the sharp prac- 
tice of Buck McCarthy, Perry Hull, and other 
of the backers of Mr, Kohlsaat. 

James W. Nye and Ald. James R. Mann, 
who managed matters for Mr. Preston, biun- 
dered as badly in the Congressional conven- 
tion as George Bass did in the county cunveén- 
tion, It wasarough day all around for the 
Second-Warders, and they were as angry and 
well-abused set of politicians as could be 
found in Illirois last evening. 3 

Congressman Abner Taylor sat at the head 
of the First Ward delegation in the convention 
yesterday and comported himself as grace- 
fully, as genially, and as manfully as his 
warmest admirers could have wished. 
He escorted Mr. Aldrich, who is to be his suc- 
cessor, before-the convention. He voted for 
his nomination before that. He pledged him- 
self to his support. He was warmly, indeed 
enthusiastically, received, and probably never 
stood higher in the esteem ofhis constituents 
than he did last evening. 

George W. Spencer called the convention to 
order and nominated D. H. Kochersperger for 
Chairman, Two clumsy delegates, who 
could not add five figures, and who subse- 
quently greatly embarrassed the gathering by 
this fact, acted as Secretaries. There were, 
no contests. The temporary officers were 
made the permanent officers, and nomina- 
tions for Congresaman were called for. 

D. V. Purington nominated J. Frank Ald- 
rich in a brief speech. After briefly sketch- 
ing the development of the Republican party 
organization, he said:

From 1861 tothe present the Republican party 
is responsible for every legislative enactment by 
the Congress of the United States which has con- 
tributed to the development of our resources, 
which has aided in maintaining our honor at 
home and abroad,and which has made us a 
peaceful, prosperous, and happy people.

cause 365 votes had been cast and no one re- 
ceived a majority of all those votes. The two 
secretaries puzzled over the figures and could 
not explain them, Mr. Nye, Mr. Preston’s 
champion, was bewildered. So.was Ald. 
Kerr's backer, Mr. Mann. A majomty of the 
delegates had voted for Kerr and Preston, and 
according to all parliamentary law they had 
been selected as the*delegates. Perry Hull, 
Buck McCarthy, M. H. Gibson, E. R. Brain- 
erd, and others of the Kohisaat backers had a 
hurried consultation with one of Mr. Kohl- 
saat’s employés. Gibson pressed the point 
that no candidate had received a majority of 
the votes cast, and therefore no candidate was 
elected. The Chairman ruled with Gibson, 
— Mann and Nye were too confused to pro- 

st. 

No one in the convention seemed to know 
how to apply Mann’s rule. It. was recun- 
sidered and it was then reed that the two 
candidates receiving the largest number of 
votes should be declarea the nominees. The 
vote was'then taken. The Fourth Ward dele- 
gates broke from Preston. So did the dele- 
gates from the Thirtieth, the Twenty-ninth, 
and six of the delegates from the Thircty-first. 
The vote was announced: Kerr, 106; Kohl- 
saat, 92; Preston, 78. 

Kerr and Kohlsaat were declared the nomi- 
nees, Buck McCarthy, Perry Hull, John 
Thomas, Mayon, and the other managers 
congratulated themselves-on knocking out the 
man who got 110 votes on the first ballot out 


of 138 possible yotes. -They succeeded, as they 


said, in “* landing Kohlsaat.”’ 

At this stage of the proceedings Mr. Aldrich 
came into: the hall and proceeded to thank 
the convention for the honor conferred on 
him. He declared himself an advocate of the 
doetrince of protection as embodied in ‘tthe 
McKinley bill, in favor of honest money, and 
the enforcement of the Civil Service law. 
Mr. Aldrich was warmly - received, and his 
principles enthusiasticly ii dorsed.. 


Congressman Taylor Speaks. 

J. R. Mann presented.a resolution thanking 
Congressman Taylor for his serviees in Con- 

ress. Mr. Taylor responded in a brief speech. 

e defended the epublican minority in 
Congress. They tried to secure the enactment 
of useful legislation, but they were barred by 
the Subcom mittee on Rules, composed of two 
rebel Brigadiers and another Confederate 
who was too young to bea rebel at the time 
of the war. Cook County had sent three of its 
four members to assiat those men. He was 
the solitary Republican. He indorsed the Mc- 
Kinley bill, under which the country had pros- 
pered asit had never done before. It was 
framed not alone for the protection of the 
rhanufacturer, it was framed mainlyfor the 
protection of the wageworker. There was 
never a time in the history of this or any other 
country when a day’s work could purchase 
more of t necessities and luxuries of life 
than at the present time. He spoke in behalf 
of honest money and defended the policy 
by which the circulating medium was in- 
creased $75,000,000 annually. He had no doubt 
that the Republican party will win at the 
November election, no matter who the nom- 
inee of the Chicago convention may be, and 
no matter whether the nominee of the Repub- 
lican party be that peerless statesinan, James 
G. Blaine [great applause], or Benjamin Har- 
rison. He would work for the success of the 
ticket and for the nominee of the convention, 
who would relieve him of a public burden 
next March, 

Mr. Taylor was about to rctire when a ecol- 
ored man asked him about the protection of 
the colored voters in the South. He teturned 
to the platform. and said: 

**] voted for the bill for their protection, 
and I was the only member from this city 
who did so [cheers|, and I was the only mein- 
— from Illinois who spoke in favor of the 
bill. ; 

This retort was greeted with prolonged 
cheering. The whole convention rose to its 
feet, as it did when Mr. Taylor had aliuded to 
Mr. Blaine previously. 

A labor delegate then presented a plank in 
favor of the eight-hour day, which was 
adopted, and the convention proceeded to the 
election of alternates. E. H. Morris, David 
Ward Wood, and W. D. Preston were nonri- 
nated. Mr.4Preston’s was a forlorn hope frcm 
the start and on motion of Mr. Nye Mr. Wood 
and Mr. Morris were nominated by acclama- 
tion,

All 
we want is the privilege of educating our children 
in our own schools, where their minds are imbued 
with the principles of religious training while 
they are young. As they grow older they are 
made fit subjects to enter a public school where 
they come in contact with children of all denomi- 
nations. This is a question of personal and moral 
rights, and we believe we have justice and the 
Constitution of the United States granting us 
freedom from State interference in our church 
matters on our side. We must keep Church and 
State separate. 


HARKISON ON CIVIL SERVICE, 


The President Replies to a Criticism of a 
Reform- Leaguer. 

Bartimors, Md., April 29.—The annual 
meeting of the National Civil Service Reform 
League brought to this city a representative 
body of perhaps the most distinguished citi- 
zens of the country who concern themselves 
with the purification and perfection of the 
civil service. 

The first business session of the league was 
held this forenoon in the parlors of the 
Lyceum Theater. The papers read were as 
follows: ‘“*The Application of the Reform 
System to Our Public Laborers,”’ by Charles 
Theodore Russell of Massachusetts; “ The 
Postmasters; Method of Appointment: Term 
and Tenure,”’ by R. Francis Wood, 

George William Curtis was reélected Presi- 
dent of the National League with great en- 
thusiasm and entire unanimity. 

The reading of the papers and the saying of 
fine things of Mr. Curtis before and after his 
reélection engaged the attention of the dele- 
gates throughout the first session. :

PRACTICAL TEST OF A STEAM MOTOR, 


It Is Given a Trial by the West Chicago 
Street Railway Company. 

A test of the Angomar steam motor was 
made yesterday on the lines of the West Chi- 
cago Street railway company to the entire 
satisfaction of the representatives of the 
Kinetic Powet company, which owns the pa- 
tents. Several round trips were made from 
Western avenue to West Fortieth street and 
one run of nineteen miles was made without 
recharging the water tanks. 

The motor with which the tests have been 
made is different in some ways frum the ones 
which it is proposed to run when built for actu- 
al traffic. It is simflar in construction to a grip- 
car, With boiler and engines undefseath the 
floor. Ilhe-cylinders are li-iach with a 9-ineh 
stroke, and the driving wheeis are 31 inches in 
diameter. The power'is carried to the drive 
wheels by a side bar exactly the same as on a 
locomotive. The weight of the motor fully 
charged 1s eight tons and it will run at a rate 
of thirty-five miles an hour.

Well, we will be ableto complete it in the 
time I state, barring possibie accident. The 
plans gre for a frame building 80x100 feet, 
with a good, substantial flour and roof, and 
furnished either with chairs or benches. It 
will be built of plain boards put edge to edge, 
and the roof will be either manilla or tar ie 
per. -[t will be agood comfortable place, 
we can accommodate three or four times © 
many peopl: as we can at present. Two thoy 
sand ple can be seated comfortably in suc. 
i“ building as we have planned.”’ 

The West Side Chureh of Christ will build a 
new church building adjoining the new taber- 
nacle. It will be of brick or stone and will 
cost between $30,000 and $40,000. The inten- 
tion is to have 1t ready for oecupancy before 
cold weather.

He Marries Mrs. James Gore Ten Days 
After Her Husband's Death and Then 
Abducts His Mother Lest She Make 
Trouble for Him—The Story of the Mar- 
riage and the Events Succeeding—New- 
berry Thought to Fe in Milwaukee at 
the Present Time. 


The last and most sensational escapade of 
Charles Pierce Newberry of the Grand Palace 
Hotel has come to light. It is the climax to 
his rather sensational career, Four moaths 
ago, and ten days after the death of James P. 
Gore of the firm of Chapin & Gore, he eloped 
to Milwaukee with the widow of the 
dead man, and was married by 
an Episcopal minister. A few days 
afterward, he went to Detrott, Mich., told his 
mother of the marriage, and received a re. 
buke. His mother was firm in her intention 
to denounce him and his schemes, and, seeing 
that through her he was about to be exposed, 
he and several of his “heelers,” it 
is alleged, kidnaped her from her 
home in Detroit, where she has lived for twen- 
ty-five years, and she has not been seen or 
heard from since.

Other 
statesmen have made one effort to reach the 
Presidency, and, failing, have given up the 
effcrt, because of popular discouragement or 
neglect.

THEY ARE NOT BIMETALLISTS. 

The silver monometallists have decided to 
hold an alleged national bimetallic conven- 
tion in Washington May 26, their object being 
to bring to bear ail, the pressure possible in 
favor of the free and unlimited coinage of 67 
cent silver dotlars. In so doing they will act 
on a fraudulent pretense. The fellows who 
will hold that convention are not bimetallists. 
They are no-gold cranks who are committed 
to the miserable policy of trying to induce 
the Government of the United States to act as 
foolishly as did the old woman who tried to 
sweep -back the waves of old ocean with a 
broom. They are no more bimetallists than 
they are angels. Most notoriously they are 
monometallists of the silver insect variety, 

If they were really and truly in favor of bi- 
metallism, wanting to see goli and silver 
coins circulating side by side in the United 
States, they would be willing to arrange for 
that on somettiing like an equality of actual 
values. But that is precisely what they are 
opposed to, and they resist with tooth and 
nail every proposition looking to such a solu- 
tion of the difficulty. They cannot shut their 
eyes to the obvious fact that the cost of pro- 
ducing silver has declined greatly in the last 
few years. They dare not deny the recent 
statement by Congresaman Harter that silver 
is now being produced at an actual cost of 29 
and 37 cents an ounce in Australia and Mexico. 
They are perfectly well aware that the pro- 
duction is increasing at a yery rapid rate, that 
of the world rising from 63.267,000 ounces in 
1873 to 132,833,000 ounces in 1890, and further 
to 140,865,000 for last year, in spite of the fact 
that the price has been low ever since Novem- 
ber, 1890. They know that the increase of 
; last year Was principally in the United States, 
Australia, and Bolivia, showing incontestibly 
that even at the reduction in price it pays to 
produce silver in this country. And they can- 
not be such dolts as to think the production 
would not be further stimulated enormously 
if it were possible to raise the prce by the 
means they advocate. They must admit, if 
they adn.it anything, that the United States 
now stands a loser of 1114 cents ‘on eve#y one 
of the 54,394,000 ounces it purehased last year, 
the loss amounting to over sx and a quartér 
million dollars, to say nothing of that due to 
its previous purchases of the white metal; 
and this though it bought practically the 
whole production of the country in 1891, 

The usual rule is that asharp decline in the 
selling price of an article is followed by “ our- 
taulment of production, unless there be a cor- 
responding decrease in the cost of producing

WHY THE, PALMER CANDIDALCY DIED

The local wet-nurse of the Palmer FPresi- 
dential candidacy says:

COST OF NECESSARI ES. 

Bland is credited with saying: ‘Our people 
might be satisfied with fewer dollars in circu 
lation if they could buy the necessariés of life 
cheaper, but there seems to be no probability 
of that.’’ Can it be that the gentleman has at 
last a glimmermg of sense in regard to what 
it is that constitutes and determines the cost 
of the necessaries of life to those who consume 
them? If so, he may yet have his’ eyes open 
sufficiently to perceive that the cost is made 
up of the wages paid to labor and profit to the 
party phymg those ‘wages, without, which 
profit, or a reasonable hope of it, there would 
be no more incenti¥é to pay those wages than 
for the laborer to work without such pay. 
He may understand that the labor 
has to be paid for not only in the 
production of raw material, but in its 
transportation and distribution, in its trans- 
formation by manufacturing processes, in the 
care-taking through each of the ditferent 
stages. and for the labor necessary to produce 
the machinery and other appliances needful 
to the success of the different departments of 
effort. The fence inclosing the field, the 
plows, harrows, reapers, etc., used ia cultivat- 
ing it, the barn in which the produce is stored 
and the wagons employed in carrying it 
thither and thence to the depot;*he grading of 
the road-bed, its ties and rails, the locomotives 
and cars required to haul the produce, the, 
building of the mill and its rollers which 
change the grain into flour, and of the ware- 
houses in which the wheat and its product are 
stored—all these have been produced by labor 
which would not hive been paid for but that 
the capitalist expected to get areturn there- 
for which may be designated by the word 
‘“‘rent.”?’ The same kind of remark may be 
applied to all the other thmgs which the 
farmer raises to supply the necessities of 
others and to all the things which being neces- 
saries to him are produced and transported by 
other people. 

That labor,” of thé present and the past, 
both of which are paid for by persons who 
hope for a profit on the operation, constitutes 
with its responsibility to capital the cost of 
any article that is not protected by patent. If 
the labor be paid for with a greater number 
of dollars the cost to the consumer must be 
correspondingly increased, and vice versa. 
The only way in which a cheapening of the 
dollar could possibly benefit the worker of 
today would be by a lessening of the compar- 
ative value of former iabor, that is a paying 
of those who own its products less than they 
had calculated on receiving for them. Leav- 
out of the count the unfairness of this 
procedure, it must be evident that so far as 
the labor of the present is concerned its com- 
pensation measures the price paid by the con- 
sumer. It matters not though labor receive 
only a percentage of the selling price. It will 
be approximately the same percentage in case 
of a rise cr decline, other things: bemg equal. 

As all the people are consumers, and the 
great mass of them are engaged in some one 
of the many occupations which add each an 
item in the ultimate cost to the consumer of 
one or more articles, if stands to reason that 
any change in the valhe of the circulating 
medium, if it work as intended to favor any 
particular class, can only do so at the expense 
of the rest, or at least some of them. If: the 
people are enabled to buy any one necessary 
of life cheaper than before it must be because 
the cost of producimg it is lessened, or the pro- 
ducer is robbed of a partof his legitimate 
compensation. If this process be repeated in 
the case of all articles the community as a 
whole is able to buy for’ less than before the 
usual allowance of necessaries, but its mem- 
bers will receive correspondingly less com- 
pensation for what they do in helpmg to pro- 
duce the articles consumed by themselves and 
others. Changes in the actual cost of produc- , 
tion, transportation, and distribution are con- 
tinually occurring, and these operate tempo- 
rarily to the disadvantage of some while bene- 
fiting the rest. But it is evident that no mere 
change in the measuring unit of values could 
alter the relation of supply to demand any 


more than the cutting down of the official } 


acre by 50 per cent could alter the number of 
square yards of land in the United States or 
in any particular part of the country. Appar- 
ently Bland has been laboring under the delu- 
sion that some such revolution could be ef- 
fected by legislation that 50 per cent couid be 
added to the wealth of the country by the 
simple process of adopting a two-thirds dol- 
lar instead of a whole one. Perhaps he is 
now beginning to see that the success of such 
& measure would not increase by a single iota 
the purchasing power of a day’s labor of one 
man in exchange for what is produced by the 
day’s labor of others. If so, he is becoming 
wiser than of yure, and there is yet hope even 
for him.

THE REPUBLICAN COUNTY CONVENTION. 

The Republican county convention met 
yesterday and transacted its business quickly 
and harmoniously. The delegates selected to 
the State convention were instructed to do all 
in their power to secure the nomination of 
George S. Willits as Congressman-at-large 
from the northern part of the State, and of 
Coroner Hertz as State Treasurer, and to 
obtain for this county its due proportion of 
delegates and alternates at large, and of the 
nominees on the Electoral ticket. ‘They were 
instructed furtherto do what they could to 
secure the insertion in the platform of a plank 
advocating the repeal of the ** Compulsory 
School law,” and of one favoring a national 
eight-hour law and the appointment of a 
Secretary of Labor. The convention also 
indorsed heartily the administration of Presi- 
dent Harrison, 

The only resolution which met with any op- 
position was thé one indorsing Mr. Hertz for 
State Treasurer. When a vote was taken, it 
resulted yeas, 368; nays, 35; blank and not 
voting, 35. That settled more than the mere 
question whether Hertz should or should not 
be imdorsed. It proved, if proof was needed, 
that Gov. Fifer had an overwhelming majori-- 
ty in the convention, and consequently would 
have nearly all the delegates to Springfield.

TRUE MAN OR TRAITOR} 

A number of residents of Johnson County, 
Wyo., have addressed a letter to Gov.. Barber, 
in which they denounce him as a traitor and 
make numerous charges against him in.sup- 
port of the allegation. His great fault, in 
their eyes, appears to bs his refusal to turn 


County “‘authorities”’ till such time as the 
status of the prosecutions requires it and 
order is so far restored and excitement in the 
county so abated as to render it safe to do so. 
Directions have already been given to file in 
the District Court of the ccunty criminal in- 
formation against the prisoners, which, under 
a law passed by the first Legislature, renders 
it unnecessary to institute preliminary vro- 
ceedings before a committing magistrate. 

The Governor has decided that the prisoners 
shall be held in custody at Fort D. A. Russell 
till their presence is required in the District 
Court where they will be arraigned to plead 
to the charges made against thems The wis- 
dorn of this decision depends upon the charac- 
ter of the men who are dijspleased with it. 
Undoubtedly they are residents of the county, 
but if they were law-abiding c}tizens, gnxious 
to see the law take its que course without fore- 
stalling by a lynching mob, they would hardly 
find fault with a decision the animus of which 
seems to be a desire to further the ends of jus- 
tice. If, however, the protestors belong to the 
rustling class, which ia claimed to be iargely 
composed of cattle-thieves, if they are anxious 
to admiuister lynch law, and believe certain of 
the Sheriffs or their subordinates are so much 
in sympathy with them as to make it easy to 
execute this summary vengeanc' upon the pris- 
oners, the Governor does well to balk their 
design. The fact of their strongly denouncing 
the Governor for taking this position will be 
thought by many sufficient proof that he is 
only doing his duty, and that in performing it 
he has excited the ire of a lotof people who 
are not law-abiding citizens to' a greater ex- 

ent than they are compelled to be. Their 

protest furnishes the best possible proof that 
the Governor was right in assuming that order 
is not yet restored nor excitement sufficiently 
abated in Johnson County to render it eafe 
to take the prisoners to Buffalo at-this time. 
It may be accepted as vindicating his doubt 
that if carried there the prisoners might be 
taken by a mob out of the care of the law. 

Doubtless those who signed the protest as 
‘‘ law-abiding settlers of Johnson County ” 
think they have made & great stroke in thus ap- 
pealing to popular sympathy and pledging 
themselves to bring to. justice every tmef 
against whom prima facie evidence of guilt 
can be produced. But the public will be apt to 
read the document between the lines.

Wholesale Arrest of Spanish Anarchists, 
-Maprip, Spain, April 29,—The secret plot- 
tings of the Anarchists to maketrouble on 
May day in Barcelona received a severe blow 
today. Proclamations couched in the most 
violent language had been stealthily distrib- 
uted by the workingmen’s associations through 
the workshops of that city, and these were fol- 
lowed by an out-and-out anarchistic mani- 
festo calling upon the workingmen to rise and 
wipe out capitalists and employers of all 
kinds.

Brussers, April 29.—The duel fought by 
Harry Vane Millbank at Ostend, yesterday 
has no connection with the Borrowe-Drayton 
affair. Milibank’s opponent was not the Duc 
de Morny, as has been reported. Milibank, 
who returned to Brussels immediately after 
the duel last evening, informed me at the 
Grand Hotel today that he was under promise 
not to give the name of his opponent or his 
seconds, but stated that he had not seen De 


Morny since his (Millbank’s) return from | 


America and that he had not had any commu- 
nication with him. 

I also saw the Duc de Morny in Paris with- 
out any new holes in his person. De Morny 
said that he had not fought with Millbank 
and did not apprehend a hostile meeting with 
him. The duel was brought about by causes 
that have no connection with the Borrowe- 
Drayton affair. After the meeting between 
Fox and Borrowe at Nieupoort Saturday 
Millbank went to Brussels, the others going 
on frown Ostend to London, and put up atthe 
Grand Hotel. Monday he dined in the hotel 
café. The story at the hotel is that near his 
table sat two Frenchmen at another table 
who spent most of their time during 
dinner making insulting remarks about En- 
glishmen which were obviously intended for 
Mitlbank’s ears. He paid no attention to 
them until they came out of the café, when he 
met them in the court-yard of the botel and 
slapped the face of oneofthem. The result 
was a challenge and the meeting of the two at 
Nieupoort on the identical spot where Fox and 
Borrowe exchanged shots last Saturday. Thé 
conditions were the same as on that occasjon 
also, two shots at twelve paces. Millbgok 
shot his opponent through the hip at the 
first fire. The wounded man was carried 
at once to a yacht owned by a friend that lay 
oif the coast, accompanied by a surgeon and 
seconds. Millbank and his seconds, De Le- 
strange and Fournier, two Belgian gentlemen, 
returned at once to Brussels. 

It is not known how seriously the wounded 
man is injured, as no report has been as yet 
received from the yacht, which sailed toward 
the French coast. The surgeon feared, how- 
ever, after the first mspection of the wound 
that it was very dangerous. ae

MACHINE THAT PREPARES MALT. 


Chicago People Inspect Carl Bosch’s Pneu- 
matic Malting Device, . 

After twelve years of hard work Carl Bosch 
of Davenport, [a., has perfected a pneumatic 
malting machine which with the attention of 
two men performs the labors of twenty skilled 
maltsters. The machine was in operation 
yesterday at the malt-house of the Bemis & 
McAvoy Brewing company and was inspected 
by several promisuent men interested in the 
malting business. This machine, the inventor 


claims, will. revolutionize the present methods 


of preparing malt. The old way of making 
malt is to.spread the barley on a surface; and 
with the aid of a number of skilled maltsters 
the grain is sprinkled with water and is con- 
stantly turned over by the men until it is 
through sprouting. Up to the present time it 
was impossible to prepare malt in the sum- 
mer: all malt had to be made in cold weather. 

By the new process instead of spreading the 
grain on the floor it is put into a revolving 
tank twenty feet long and six feef in diam- 
eter. Iuside of the drum isa five-foot square 
box made of 44x14 solid sheet-iron perforated 
metal, The grain moves over this perforated 
surface while the tank revolves by means of 
worm-gear power. Through the agency 
of two blast fans air at 50° Pahrenheit 
is blown and sucked through every 
part of the grain while in the process of 
germination. The air i cooled by means of 
aspraying machine and passes over coke and 
sponges. After being thoroughly purified it 
is forced into the drum and, bemg partly 
damp, thus aids the germinating. 

“We can make malt in summer as well as 
in winter,” said Mr. Bosch, “and besides, the 
old way of making malt required a great ceal 


‘of space, while with this machine at least 


nine-tenths of the room can be saved, As to 
the cost of a plant I am not prepared: to give 
any figures. This is the first machine ever 
made in the United States, but Ithink thata 
plant of sufficient capacity to run a large 
malting house can be provided at acost of less 
than the old plan. | 

August Kelbe, the master brewer for the 
Bemis & McAvoy Brewing company, said that 
he had good success on two different occasions 
using the malt made in this machine.

TREATMENT OF YOUTHFUL OFFENDERS. 


John F, Geeting Lectures on the Subject 
Before the Social Science Ciub., 

John F., Geeting delivered a lecture last 
night on “‘ Juvenile Offenders” before the 
Social Science club at Evanston Hall, No. 225 
West Division street. Among other things he 
said: 

It is not the policy or spirit of the law to deal 
harshly with youthful offenders. According to 
the rules of the common law all persons under 
the age of 7 years are declared absolutely incapa- 
ble of committing any crime, while between the 
years of 7 ana i4the law presumes such persons 
incapable, but the presumption may be over- 
come by rr, that the accused understands the 
nature of a crime. The lawof our State deals 
yet more kindly with the youth, declaring that 
absolute incapacity exists until 10 years of age, 
which would strengthen the presumption exist- 
ing between the years of 10 and 14. 

The police and police magistrates adopt a mare 
unwarranted method than criminal prosecution, 
and by questionable methods charge the juvenile 
offender with. violation of some city ordinance, 
thereby range coy to ‘guard the morals of the 
community by illegally carting the bays to the 
bridewell, By a spurious practice in our police 
courts a mere boy arrested for larceny or some 
other criminal charge is induced to} have it 
changea to “disorderly” under the ¢ity ordi- 
nance,a plea of guilty entered, and a tine im- 
posed, when in fact the court should knaw that 
no violation of the ordinance has been committed. 
This is done as a mere subterfuge or form to 
avoid sending the case to the grand jury or to 
punish for asupposed moral wrong, not re cog- 
nized by the statute, or in cases where suspicions 
but no proof exists. 

Every commitment of a minor to the bridewell 
on a fine for violation of a city ordinance js .un- 
warranted in law, and each of such commitments. 
which have been so frequent daring the last few 
fg in Chicago, has been a false imprisonment. 

t has been im direct violation of the law. and 
each magistrate ordering such commitment to 
that extent has been au asarchist, who makes a 
law unto himself in’ disregard of the well settled 
or deciared lawe of the land. 

if my position is right it may be asked what 
shall we do with the juvenile offenders? To this 
the answer is plain. Edtication and proper treat- 
ment are far more beneficial in their effects than 
panishment. Education ennobles the sou) and 
stimulates the energies, while punishment de- 
grades the spirit. Hereis the solntion: tear out 
the cells of the bridewell, fill its halls with work 
benches and tools, discharge _ the prisonkeepers 
and employ skilled mechanics and teachers, and 
you have taken the first step towards solying the 
problem of what shali be done with juvenile of- 
fenders,

At the office of the South Park Com- 
missioners it was said yesterday that the Brush 
company’s figures, while higher than those of 
the lowest bidder, were really the lowest with

State Department officials are much con- 

cerned at present over the disposition mani- 

fested by the House Appropriations com. 
mittee to cat down at every point the Con- 
sular and Diplomatic bill without any regard 
whatever for geographical divisions or the 
necessities of the service. As an illustration 
of how little is known, the committee has 
been inclined to the proposition to consoli- 

— missions of Colombia and Bcuador. 
Ithough the capitals of these two countries 

are but 600 miles apart as the crow flies, a 

Minister, in order to go from one point to 

another, will be required to make a journey 


of seven weeks by the quickest modes‘ of 


\ mit 


transportation known in South America. It 
is impossible to go overland because of the 
intervening Andes Mountains, and the only 
manner in which the journey can be per- 
formed is by steamer Cown the Pacific coast 
and around Cape Horn or. the Straits of 
Magellan up the Atlantic seaboard. At this 
rate only short stops could be made at these 
capitals, and the work of the Miuister would 
be practically nullified. Statements substan- 
tiatimg this condition of affairs were sub- 
ted to Representative Hitt today, and he 
will bring the matter to the attention of the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs.

FOUND THE CULPRIT. 


NEW RAIL AND WATER ROUTE 
NEW YORK TO MISSOURI RIVER. 


Low Ratés Give the New Combine the Busi- 
ness—Gould’s Missouri Pacific Must An- 
swer for Quoting Reduced Rates—East- 
Round Lines from S&t. Louis Establish a 
20 Cent Tarif’ on Grain, Etc. — The 
Wizard's Schemes in the West—Burling- 
ton Earnines—Railway Notes. | 


Reports have been current for several days 
past that the Chicago and Nofthwestern and 
other Western~Freight Association roads had 
filed charges with Chairman Midgley, alleg- 
ing that the Chicago, St. Pauli and Kansas 
City road was guilty of cutting fates in con- 
nection with lake lines from New York to Chi- 
cago on binders’ twine, carloads, destined to 
Missouri River points. These ¢harges were 
promptly denied by the Chicago; St. Paul and 
Kansas City, and assurances given that noth- 
ing but regular tariff rates have ‘been quoted 

_ on such freight, and that the conjpany was not 
aware that it carried any such freight at all. 
It is now claimed that the Missogri Pacific, in 
connection with the Clover Leaf; had offered a 
d8-ceut rate from New York to! Kansas City 
on such shipments, but wasunable to secure 
the freight at that figure, and considerable in- 
terest was aroused as to what lige would get 
the business. a 

In the quiet investigation mafle by several 
of the interested roads it has been discovered 
that anew element is at work disturbing Mis- 
sourl river rates. A new combination has 
been formed, consisting of the Anchor Line, 
rail and Jake, to Chicago; Chicago and Alton, 
to Alton, Il;: and the Kansas |City Packet 
company, by river from Alton to all Missouri 
River points. Commissioner Vallandingham 
of the Kansas City Freight Buteau bas been 
at work for the last thirty days tnaking traffic 
arrangements for through 
Kansas City Packet company, which line 
operates between Missouri River towns and 
Mississippi River steamboat landings, and is 
owned and controiled by lafge jobbing 
firms located on the Missouri! River. The 
new comvination, it is claimef, has just 
captured a shipment of tifty car-loads of bind- 
ers’ twine shipped by the cordage trust from 
New York to Missouri River points at a 
through rate which is madeupn as follows: 
Nineteen cents by the Anchor Lige, New York 
to Chicagu; six cents by the Chidago and Al- 
ton, Chicago to Alton; and 10 cents, Alton to 
Missouri River points by the Kansas City 
Packet company. making a total through 
rate of 35 cents. The local rate from Chicago 
to Missouri River points on binddrs’ twine is 
30 cents, or within five cents of the rates 
quoted by the new combination. | 

The lines which preferred. the charges 
against the Chicago, St. Paul and! Kansas City 
railway were surprised when they learned the 
true inwardness of the situation, ‘and had to 
admit that they made a serious mistake in ac- 
cusing that road of being the distturber of the 
rates. They are now trying to ascertain by 
what right the Missouri Pacitic jand several 
other roads which are working with the Clover 
Leaf quotes arate of 38 cents. on binders’ 
twine from New York to the Missouri River, 
as against the new Packet line’s! rate of 35 
cents; and Gould’s line is to be hauled over 
the coals if it fails to make a satisfactory ex- 
planation. 


GOULD BUYS 


: 


A SHORT TEXAS ROAD, 


Railroad Men Are Speculatinge rs to Why 
He Makes the Purchape. 

New York, April 29.—[Special, ]|—Railroad 
men are trying to figure out what Jay Gould 
has in view that led.to his recent |purchase of 
ten miles of bankrupt Texas railroad: The 
news of the deal reached this city this morn- 
ing in a zeport stating that Mr,; Gould had 
paid $80,000 to Receiver Charlés’ Davis for the 
entire line of the Kansas City, El Paso and 
Mexican railroad. It was also stated that 
valuable concessions and subsidies had been 
granted by the Mexican Government for a 
road through Mexico to Guaymias, on the 
Gulf of Galifornia, 

The road purchased was built) some years 
ago by capitalists of El Pasv for the transpor- 
tation of coal, iron, and silver from White 
Oaks, N. M., to El Paso. The line has never 
been completed, and, as it now stands, it has 
but teri miles in operation northwest from El 
Paso, the rest of the 150 miles being simply 
owned and held by right of way, It is inti- 
mated that Mr, Gould’s project is in part to 
extend the line from White Oaké to Washburn, 
Tex., on the Fort Worth and Detver, thence 
to the Missouri Pacific terminals of the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé at Kiowa, Kas. 
This would form a loop of the Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fé, having one of its ends in 
El Paso and the other at Kiowa. [If this is the 
plan it is generally believed to be an unwise 
move. 

One idea of the purchase is that it is made 
to obtain superior terminal fadilities at E! 
Paso. It is generally believed tha§ Jay Gould 
would not pay $50,000 for soinethitig as worth- 
less as a bankrupt road in Texas, ileading no- 
wherein particular. Exactly what schemes 
Gould may be developmg during his stay in 
Texas it is hard-to conjecture, but'it is evident 
to the initiated that he is fully conWersant with 
the map of that State, and latet purchases 
may throw more light on the object of the 
present one. Mr. Gould will remain at El 
Paso several weeks longer. |

Judge Tuley’s Decision in. the Case of the 
Ster Kuaitting Works. 

As a result of the strike of the thirty-six 
girls who were employed at the Star Knitting 
Works, No. 261 Franklin street, that firm has 
been obliged to pay back to such of its em- 
ployés as it had fined for tardiness the amount 
of the fines in full. It has further . been in- 
structed by Judge Tuley, before whom = the 
matter was brought for arbitration, that in 
the future whatever rules it ‘may see fit to 
thake for its employés must be posted on the 
walls of the manufactory, not merely read to 
the girls at uncertain intervals, : 

Twenty-three of the strikers are to resume 
work Monday with the understanding that the 
amount of the fines collected from theim by 
the firm for tardiness isto be paid pack to 
them semi-annually as prizes for good work. 
It is due to the fact that asmall number of 
the girls stood firm and refused to return to 
work that the firm was led to make even these 
concessions. Had it refused to. agree to the 
terins proposed by Judge Tuley these girls, 
acting on the advice of Joseph W. Errant of 
the Bureau of Justice, stood ready to bring 
suit for the amount of the fines on the ground 
that tue firm had no right to duck piece work- 
ers. 

The residents of Hull House, to whom rep- 
resentatives from the employés went for ad- 
vice directly after the strike occurred, have 
been active in bringing the matter to its pres- 
ent satisfactory conclusion.

ALL RECORDS BEATEN. 


THE COUNTRY’S GREAT VOLUME 
OF BUSINESS CONTINUES, — 


More Favorable Weather Brings fPstter 
Reports of Trade—The Improvement 
General and All Previous Conditions 
Are Surpassed—Unprecedented Advance 
of the West—Little Activity in Wall 
Street—No Change in London’s Market 
~—Clearing-House Keturns. 


New York, April 29.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade says: — 

Moré favorable weather in many parts 
of the country during the last week has 
. brought better reports of business. Undoubt- 
edly distribution has been much retarded by 
the backward season and the condition of 
country roads, and in some.quarters collec- 
tions have been slow on that account. This 
week the improvement in such quarters has 
been general, and meanwhile the volume of 
business. continues to surpass all previous 
records. 

Gaining but little, and yet gaining at least 
over last year, and falling behind only about 
1 per cent at the South in the agyregate, not- 
withstanding-the great depression in the price 
of cotton, the volume of trade has been over 
10 per cent greater than in any other year at 
the West, though on the Pacific slope some de- 
crease appears. That collections are on the 
whole satisfactory the condition of the money 
markets and reports from other cities clearly 
show. In ali part® of the country the supply 
of money is abundant, but the demand is not 
especially active. 

Boston reports trade fairly active for a 
backward season, and while buyers of boots 
and shoes are cautious, Western advices are 
encouragmg. At Philadelphia the dry goods 
trade equals expectations, and trade in other 
branches fair. At Baltimore trade improves, 
though Southern trade is smaller. At Pitts- 
burg no improvement is seen in iron, and pig 
sells fairly, but at low prices, while finished 
iron is produced in iarge quantities, thg@hgh 
makers complain of unprotitable rates. At 
Cleveland trade is good im nearly «all lines, 
but in iron inactive. At Cincinnati 
sales of leaf tobacco exceed last year’s 
10 per cent and whisky is active and firm, and 
retail trade improving. At Detroit trade is 
fair ana freights slightly improved. At Chi- 
eagoe merchandise sales much exceed last 
year’s and improvement is seen in all lines 
and manufactures. Receipts of nearly all 
products show a fair increase over last year, 
though in cured meats, lard, and flour some 
decrease is noted. Cattle receipts Monday 
were the largest ever known in a day, and for 
the month at Western points the gain over 
last year is considerable. Milwaukee reports 
good trade with lumber, operations greatly 
aided by heavy rains. 

At St. Louis trade materially revives with 
better weather and is strong in all lines. At 
St. Paul jobbing trade is brisk and the weath- 
er has been favorable forseeding. Minneapo- 
lis reports fair trade in spite of the backward 
spring. and the Hour output 182,000 barrels 
against 162,000 last year. Business at Kansas 
City is heaithy, though cattle receipts are light 
and prices higher. At Omaha trade in hard- 
ware is better; in groceries and shoes fair, but 
a little slow in dry goods. At Denver slight 
ftaprovement is seen, and at Salt Lake trade 
is quiet. The South still .reports unsatisfac- 
tory trade at many points, though prospects 
are considered brighter at Savannah, and col- 
lections are good at Nashville. Trade at New 
Orleans is quiet, thd demand for cotéon being 
moderate, sugar quiet but firm, and rice 
steady with moderate demand. 

- ‘The striking feature of the last week has 
been the immense and unprecedented trade 
in Cress goods. Flannels have been active, 
the demand being earlier than usual, but 
agents still lack their usual orders for men’s 
woolens. Sales of wool at Boston, Philadel- 
phia, and New York have been 88,748,576 
pounds this year, against, 82,056,326 last. year 
again of 8 per cenf. Orders for boots an 
shoes are many and* pressing and shipments 
gain rapidly on last year’s, being for the year 
thus far only 1.7 per cent behind. A _ better 
feeling is seen in 1ron. The Western demand 
for structural iron, barbed wire, and pipe is 
extremely heavy, and large structural orders 
are expected here. Far the first time in the 
history of the country exports of iron prod- 
ucts have exceeded imports in value for eight 
months of the current fiscal year. 

Speculation in breadstuffs has advanced 
wheat one cent, Western receipfs in four days 
having veen 1,541,000 bushels, but Atlantic ex- 
ports 1,329,000. Corn is 1'¢ cents stronger, 
receipts and exports being large, but oats a 
cent lower and pork products are lower. Both 
receipts and exports of cotton fall behind last 
year, and sales of 928,000 bales here have re- 
sulted in mo change in the price for spot. Oil 
is two cents lower and coffee unchanged. 
Seeding at the West has progressed rapidly, 
and within a short time new crop prospects 
will control the situation. 2

The Week's Market in Gotham’s Trade 
Center—Beurisl¥ Attacks. 

New York, April 29.—Bradstreet’s weekly 
Wall street review says: 

THe market of the last week has been of 
the stereotyped narrow and professional type. 
So far as it has displayed any activity it was 
due io the efforts of a portion of the traders 
to produce a decline on the prospect of large 
exports of gold. The manipulation to this

He acknowledges that’ 
he has often had to confound genius with 
talent. This 1s only to say that talent Ts not 
allied to mesanity, while genius is. Such a 
conclusion admits all that we have main- 
tained in the case, and it also indicates the 
need of s@me clearer definition of the phe- 
nomena which are compared in this way with 
insanity. @ suspect from the distinction 
drawn bet 
Italian languagé the term * genius ” does not 
express exactly what it does in English. 
Either this is the case or the trenslator has 
failed to give us an exact equivalent for the 
There are indications, however, 
) that the term has a vague general meaning in 
the Italian such as ‘it has in English. ‘The 
term, therefore, is unsuitable for the formula- 
tion of a general law, such as that enunciated 
by Prof. apres. A proper observance of 
the distinction between genius and talent 
would have excluded a considerable number 
of the cases here cited. Anyhow, the exceptions 
to the connechon between genius and insanity 
are sufficiently numerous to nullify the au- 
thor’s conclusions. 
A clear , conception of what we mean by 
genius ” is obviously essential, because un- 
til that conception is accurately defined we 
shall simply be groping in the dark. As 
long as the conception represents (2) an ab- 
normal development of special powers, or (b) 
a mind of remarkable soundness and vigor, it 
has no strictly scientific value, Both genins 
and insanity, in fact. are loose, general 
phrases, which may and do include a breat 
variety of types. This being the case we need 
not be surprised at finding that the two phe- 
nomena frequentiy comcide. So much gnd 
no more we are willing to admit. 

We do not think, then, that Prof. Lombroso 
has proved his case, in spite of his plausible 
arguments and his formidable array of facts. 
But the evidence would seem to suggest that, 
while genius may not partake of the nature of 
insanity, it may be connected with conditions 

that produce insanity, There aro other causes 
of mental aberration besides genius. Genius 
may help to set those causes in operation. 
But it is not the material cause of the effect. 
Thus we know that genius is always character- 
ized by very strong concentration of mind or 
will, and Prof. Lombroso’s studies ought to 
have acquainted hun with the physical effect

FINDING OF PETE =UPP’S BODY. 


He Sought Oblivion in the River—Linder- 
felt Still ia Jail, 

Mitwavuxern, Wis., April 29.—[Special.)}— 
The mystery surrounding the disappearance of 
Peter Rupp was cleared up today by the find- 
ing of his body in the river. His death was 
another case of suicide due to embezzlement, 
his defalcation of moneys intrusted to his care 
amounting to several thousand dollars. Kupp 
was a young attorney who had been promi- 
nent in focal politics for years. In 1887 he 
was a candidate on the Labor ticket for Judge

siiieanenlls it was found that he was a de- 
fauiter to the extent of several thousand dol- 
lars in the German Bahn Freie Society, of 
which he was treasurer.
